MIDDLE-STATE CITRUS CROP 


DAMAGED ABOUT 11,500,000 


Tho 
representative of itlo 
Pacific 
Coast Packer, a woll known nowspapor 
devotod to agricultural and fruit ship­ 
ping interests, says in a recont IBBUO 
of this paper that, after ft trip through 
all tho citrus districts of tho mlddlo 
pnrt of the state, ho boliovos the dam­ 
age by cold weather to the citrus crop 
will reach $1,500,000. 
This is more 
than half of the crop* In those dis­ 
tricts, 


In a succeeding issue of the sumo 
nowspapor, tho Packer 
representative 
says that tho cold woather in Southern 
California has boen more prolonged and 
porsistent this your than in many years. 
Ho does not attempt to say anything 
specific at this time us to whether much 
damage has been done to citrus crops 
in this district. 
He believes that many 
exposed 
places 
have 
boon 
damaged. 
His deductions coincido with local in­ 
vestigations, in that it is reasonable to 
suppose that somo fruit has been dam 
aged, but that the percentage is very 
small BO far. 


An injustice of an indirect kind is 
done to Pomona by tho Paoific Coast 
Packor, and also by othor newspapers, 
in quoting that district as supposedly 
one of tho coldest during this year. 
As a matter of fact;- the reason why 
Pomona appears so often ,jn the news 
concerning cold weather, is that that 
district is ono of tho most enterpriBlng 
in Southern California, and has formed 
the first real and practicable system of 
ehockiug up temperatures, hour by hour 
through every night of cold weather. 
Motorcycle riders visit self-registering 
thermomoters hourly each 
night, and 
growers are immediately warned when 
tho temperature fulls to tho dnngor 
point. 
Pomona is doing more smudg­ 
ing than any of tho other districts, first 
because it is necessary, and secondly, 
because that district IIUH become thor­ 
oughly convinced that tho way to pro­ 
tect the crop is to apply, tho old adage 
that an ounce of prevention is worth n 
pound of cure.

1 The starry splendor of the vault of 
heaven, nightly enrolled to view for 
our entertainment, instruction and de­ 
light, is not always sufficient tir at­ 
tract 'the attention and admiration of 
mortals whose eyes are too much fixed 
upon the earth to give due thought to 
either the celestial heavens or the spir­ 
itual heavens. 
But in every age therj 
have been some observers whose dis 
coveriea have been bequeathed to us. 


The present year, 1917, is remarkable 
for furnishing seven eclipses, though 
only two of them will be of interest to 
us. 
Seven is the largest number of 
eclipses than can occur in one year, and 
this happens only at long intervals. The 
last time was far back in the previous 
century, and the next will not occur till 
more than a third of the present cen 
tury has passed away. 


Eclipses may be classed as solar and 
lunar; and as total, partial, and annu­ 
lar. The first eclipse of the present 
year is a lunar eclipse, or eclipse.of the 
moon. 
It will be a total 
eclipse; 
though of course every total eclipse is 
partial at the beginning and at the 
close. 
The moon will begin to enter 
the earth's shadow a little before 10 
r^m., on Sunday, Jan 7th. The first 
contact of the moon with the shadow 
will be about 63 degrees from the south 
point of the moon's limb, toward the 
east. The total will begin a few min 
utes after 11 p.m. 
The middle of the 
eclipse will be shortly beforo midnight, 
and the total will end about 12:30 a.m., 
Jan. 8th. The moon will leave shadow 
entirely at about 1:40 a.m. 


Formerly eclipses were supposed to 
be indications of dire calamities and 
misfortunes. 
At the present time only 
the most ignorant or superstitious can 
be led to believe that they have any 
connection whatever with life or death, 
sickness or health, fortune 
or.misfor­ 
tune. But they arc certainly beautiful 
and wonderful and tend to fill the soul 
with a sublime reverence. 


ADVISABILITY OF EQUIPPING 
ORANfrE GROVES WITH HEATERS 


(By J. Eliot Coit.) 


The unusually early frosts of Novem­ 
ber Affiled some of the oranges in the 
San Joaquin valley, especially in those 
orchards which of late years have been 
sproading out on the valley floor. One 
effect of this has been to emphasize 
once again to prospective planters the 
wisdonr of hugging the foothills. Ano 
thopi effect has been to raise t k a o ^ s - . 
tlon in the minds of many in regard to 
tho possibility or advisability of equip­ 
ping their orchards with heaters. 


There is no longer any question as 
to the possibility of saving fruit with 
orchard heaters. 
Any orchard can be 
heated if the heaters are put in thick 
enough. 
Tho fruit can be cooked on 
tho trees or the treos burned up. Even 
in isolated orchards it is a simple mat­ 
ter to save the fruit. 
The vital ques­ 
tion is whether the cost of the equip­ 
ment, fuel and labor necessary to save 
tho fruit will amount to more than the 
differenco between tho cost of growing 
tho fruit and the returns. 


Of course it goes without saying that 
orchard heating will not pay 
oxcopt 
whero frost is the limiting factor. I t is 
not worth while to throw .good money 
after 
bad by heating to save 
fruit 
which costs more to grow than it will 
fetch in tho market. 


If tho orchard is profitable it will 
only bo necessary to accurately esti­ 
mate two things, tho cost of heating 
and tho average frost hazard, in order 
to know whether it will pay to heat. 
Tho chief difficulty is in making an 
accurate estimate of tho frost hazard, 
especially in localities whero all tho 
treos aro young. 
Tho reports of the 
local weathor bureau aro not of much 
value to this particular purpose be­ 
cause of the wido variation in frost 
crnditions from the highest pipe line 
to the valley floor. 


ORANGES FOR SHOW WOULD 


STRETCH 250 MILES 


If the oranges and lemons that are 
to be usod to build tho National Or­ 
ange Show at San Bernardino, Febru­ 
ary 20 to 28, wero placed end on end 
they would roach 250 mllos.

The second big tent that will be used 
in February to enlarge tho orange show, 
to make room for more extensive in­ 
dustrial and automobilo exhibits, will 
be shipped from Kansas City the first 
of thfc year. It was constructed at a 
cost of $4000.

which annually bring Christmas anr" 
the new year are the most disagreeable 
weeks of an otherwiso beautiful year in 
the Southland. 
The month of March is 
the bride o' tho year in this country. 
A'pageant at that time, when all grow­ 
ing things are at gloria in excelsis in 
Southern California, would bo. a won- 
drously-beautiful thing, so far ahead of 
the beautiful pageant as now given 
that there would be no comparison. ' 


Truly beautiful weather of sunshine 
and warmth are rare on New Year's 
day. It is our rainy season. It always 
has either- been raining for several days 
before New Year's, or is actually rain­ 
ing on that day—at best, the day is 
generally raw and the clouds are low­ 
ering, 
A year ago the weather was so 
cold that the football game came very 
near being a farce, and tho special cor­

ANT-PASTE INJURIOUS, SAYS 


COUNTY COMMISSIONER 


The Idea is becoming quito prevalent 
that,the ants which infest many trees 
on which scale and mealy bugs arc lo­ 
cated, are a means of spreading thorn, 
and preventing their destruction 
by 
predacious and parasitic insects. 
They 
have been frequently observed driving, 
away and killing the larvae o'f 
l a o 
wing and syrphld flics which wero feed­ 
ing upon mealy bugs, and it has long 
been the opinion of entomologists that 
they aided in a groater or loss degree, 
fill the young scale insects. 
Consider 
able effort and experiment has lately 
boon, expended in killing the ants or 
preventing their ascent into the trees. 
Various substances have been used for 
this'purpose, like tanglefoot, arsenical 
ant-pastes, and more lately an ant pow 
dor, containing pyrethrum, and a pro 
portion of florasic acid. All these moans 
ore more or less effective, but we wish 
to sound a warning against using the 
arsenical paste, says the county com 
mlssioner. 
Although very effective in 
attracting and killing the ants, it in 
also very apt to injure the tree if plac­ 
ed directly upon the bank. 
It should 
always be put upon a band of imper­ 
vious paper or similar substances, which 
can then be fastened about the tree, 
with perhaps a band of cotton between 
it and the bark, to prevent the ants 
getting through inside the band, 
Tho 
tanglefoot, if kept fresh and given at­ 
tention often enough, so that, the ants 
will not bridge it, is quite effective, 
The growers should be especially care 
ful in using arsenic paste.

Curious Paparmaklng. 
'• 


In Rome parts of Indo China the na­ 
tives employ various fibers in the at­ 
tempt to supply their own paper. The 
Village du Papier, a suburb of Hanoi, 
owes its name to the fact that moat of 
lti 2;600 or 3.000 inhabitants make pa- 
pet from the bnrk of a small "paper 
tree," a species of mulberry, found on 
the Black river in upper Tqnkin, This 
bark is soaked In lime made from the 
limestone of tbo village, heated by 
crude furnaces fashioned by band un­ 
der natural limestone vats,, pounded 
by beetle luto n lino mash, then dis­ 
solved In witter uutll a thin paste is 
reached. This pnste Is dipped by bam­ 
boo .screen sieves until a Blight film 
covers: tho screen. This film Is spread 
oh top of others, and each Is taken sep­ 
arately or sereral together and spread 
with a brush ou voment radiators to 
dry. •' A single sheet of paper Is almost 
as thin as tissue, but the desired thick- 
ness may bo obtained by spreading 
soveral films on the radiator and dry­ 
ing them together or by pasting the 
requisite number of sheets together 
after, drying. 


Colored Snowstorms. 


Colored snowstorms wore recorded 
as i6ng ago as the sixth, century, and 
a shower of red hail is said by Hum­ 
boldt'to have once occurred in Paler­ 
mo. ' In Tuscany on March 14, 1818, 
there fell ball of an orange color. In 
1808 rod snow fell to a depth of ovor 
five feet in Carnloln, Austria. 
The 
storm of colored snow was followed 
by one of the regulation color, and 
tho effect produced by the separate 
layers of red and white, which were 
perfectly' distinct, was very peculiar. 
A portion of the scarlet snow was 
melted in a vessol and the water evap­ 
orated*, when a fine, rose colored 
earthy sediment was found at the bot­ 
tom;- Snow of a brick red buo fell In 
Italy In 1810 and In the Tyrol tn 1847, 
In the first volume of Kane's "Arctic 
Exploration" It is stated that Men 
the ship passed the "Crimson Cliffs of 
Sir John Ross" tbo patches of red 
snow, from which tbey derived their 
name, could be soen at a distance of 
fully ten miles.

In England the term Black Friday 
was first applied to Dec. 0, 1746, the 
day on wblcb news reached London 
that the pretender. Charlos Edward, 
had reached Derby.« Again on May 11, 
1800, when tho failure of a large Eng­ 
lish discounting institution brought on 
a most disastrous panic, tho day was 
called Black Friday, 
On tho day of 
the suspension the Bank, of England 
raised tho rate of discount 0 per cent 
Wild speculation In sold in Now York 
and other cities culminated tn a mone­ 
tary crash on Sept. 10, 1876, tbat swept 
thousands of firms and individuals Into 
financial ruin and caused a commercial 
depression tbat extended Into the eight-, 
les of the last century; hence the origin 
of the term Black Friday in the United 
State*.

It is significant that, although a steady 
rain foil all during Tuesday evening of 
this week, the attendance at the meet­ 
ing at Whittior of the associated cham­ 
bers of commerce was if anything in 
excess of the usual number, and the rea­ 
son for this is found iu the fact that 
the plans for county flood control were 
to be discussed. There were 150 ranch­ 
ers and business men who gathered at 
the banquet tablo and listened to a 
thorough outline of the project by Su­ 
pervisor John J. Hamilton of this dis­ 
trict. 


Every rancher in the Sun Gabriel 
valley will swear to the fact that dam­ 
age by floods from the San Dimas wash, 
the Big and Little Dalton washes, and 
Walnut wash has been greater to citrus 
growers, walnut growers and to general 
farming than any one other thing that 
has been contended with. That all kinds 
of half-way measures have been imed 
to control these floods in paBt years is 
also known to all old residents. That 
these flood waters can only bo cared 
for by a complete, comprehensive and 
extensive plan, is the decision of prac­ 
tically everyone who hos cvei; had any­ 
thing to do with this project. 


With these facts in view, the prop­ 
erty-holders have now reached a point 
whore they are ready to endorse the 
flood control plans which have been 
prepared for the county by Engineer 
J. W. Reagan, and which have just re­ 
cently bee'n adopted by the county 
board of supervisors. 


FIRST COST IS LARGE. 


In the language of the complete re­ 
port, the purposo of the plan is to "con­ 
trol the flood and storm waters of Los 
Angeles county, and to conserve such 
waters 
for 
beneficial 
purposes 
by 
spreading, storing, retaining or causing 
to percolate into the soil of this dis­ 
trict." 


Tho cost as laid down in the report 
will bo $4,450,000. Roughly speaking, 
this work will bo carried on over tho 
entire county in places whero washes, 
nrroyos and rivers have boon a damage 
to proport;-.* .« * 


Supervisor Hamilton spent consider­ 
able time in a recapitulation concern­ 
ing tho amount of damago in dollars 
during tho lust ten years, showing to 
tho satisfaction of all present tlint at 
least $20,000,000 in property and crops 
has boon lost by tho wild waters of tln< 
county. That tho expenditure of $4, 
430,000 in bonds to run 40 years at five 
por cent is a small amount when com­ 
pared with the groat property damage 
ot tho past is also a fact that is ac­ 
quiesced in by all proporty owners. It 
is significant 
ulso that 
tho damago 
grows greater with 
each 
succooding 
flood, on account of the fact that the 
proporty in Southern California is be­ 
ing constantly improvod. 


Tho supervisor outlined tho general 
plan. That portion of it portalning to 
this end of the district is printed at the. 
end of this article. Ho also showed 
what ;thls plan promises, which, in a 
sontonco, is that it will removo nil 
danger of tho kind experienced in the 
past, and will bring all flood damago in 
tho county down to a minimum. With 
this flood control projoot in working 
ordor, tho question of flood control will 
no longer bo tho sorious and absorbing 
topic of proporty-ownors. 


Tho supervisor spoko earnestly of tho 
necessity for tho work of ovory rancher 
and buclnosH man in preparing for tho 
bond oloction, to bo held in February 
of this year. 
It is not a question of 
leaving .the work of publicity to public 
omcialB, ho said,, but it must bo tho 
work of ovory man who wishes to pro- 
toot his proporty and enhance its value 
through proper flood protection. 
STATE QFFICIALS SPEAK. 
State Sonator-oloot Joseph Romingor 
of this senatorial district spoko briefly, 
endorsing tho supervisor's address, and 
made a statement that ho would work 
for the passage of a bill which would 
provide stato funds to assist in this 
project. 
Ho was also supported by a 
few 
words 
from 
Assemblyman-elect 
Shepherd of this district, and also by 
Assemblymau Morriau of Long Beach. 
Supervisor Dodge, nowly-elected to tho 
county board, was also present and was 
introduced. 


If the county votos those bonds, iiot 
«nly the state, but the federal govern-' 
mont, will participate in the oxponsos. 
CongroBS has agreed to put up a million 
dollars into tho projoct, as favorably 
Toportod through the rivers and har 
bora committee. 


Tho associated chumhera of commerce 
of the San Gabrtot valley comprises :t 
membership of leading men front thir- 
teen cities aud communities iu this end 
of the «ounty. This organization passed 
a resolution at this meeting which en­ 
dorses tho flood control project. A com- 
uiitteo of live was appointed to begin 
immediately on a plan of cumpaign in 
anticipation of the coming bond elec 
tion. 


From Coviun, West Covina, and Bald­ 


win Park the following were present: 
F. B. Gillette, P. L. Nash, J. N. Hurst, 
Charles J, Hurst, Allie E. Hurst, J. L. 
Matthews, W. S. Sawyer, and Messrs. 
Lang, Neeley and Moore, the latter 
three having been very instrumental 
of late in drawing the lines of flood 
control for Walnut creek in West Co- 
vina. 


Arrangements are being made for the 
holding of public meetings in every 
community In the county, In this val­ 
ley the associated chambers will'be in­ 
strumental in arranging theso meetings, 
and. every voter will be made familiar 
with the project. 


WALNUT CREEK. 
The channel will follow the present 
stream id a point approximately 400 
feet cast of Puente avenue. From then, 
to Vinoland avenue the wash has cut 
a now channel deeper end wider than 
its old one, Jtying to tho north of th* 
old channel, This new channel will be 
used and the old one abandoned. From 
Vincland avenue to Rio Hondo the 
present stream bed will be followed. 
The right of way has been largely se­ 
cured over this entire wash, and it is 
anticipated that all of it will be se­ 
cured for the district, free of charge. 
Tho work to be done above Sunset ave­ 
nue is comparatively slight, as the wa­ 
ter flows in a deep, well-deflnod chan­ 
nel., 
At certain of the worst places 
where erosion in now taking place, or 
is threatened, a fence will be built 


The land, easements and rights of 
way necessary to be taken or acquired 
for these works may be generally de­ 
scribed as follows: 


A strip of land of variable width be­ 
ginning at a point where the San Dimas 
wash issues from the mouth of the can­ 
yon near the northeast corner of sec­ 
tion 36, township 1-north, range 9 west; 
thence following the general meander­ 
ing* of the present bed of the San Di­ 
mas wash in a general southwesterly 
direction 
crossing Gladstone 
avenue 
near the intersection of Sunset avenue 
and crossing (Hendora avenue about 
500 feet north of Walnut street, cross­ 
ing Citrus avenue approximately 1200 
feet north of Covina boulevard to the 
center line of section 10, township 1 
sc-uth, range 10 west; thence leaving 
the present bed -of the San Dimas wash 
and continuing westerly along the quar­ 
ter section line to. the junction of the 
Big Dalton wash. 
_ T h c estimated cost of the right of 
way is $6,320 and for the construction 
work $31,510, making a total for tho 
San Dimas wash $37,830. 


The scheme of putting th« waters of 
the San Dimas wash auu the Big and 
Little Dalton washes into one channel 
as outlined before was approved by tho 
interested loeal parties.

From the center lino of soctlon 
11 to tho Big Dalton wash a now chan­ 
nel will be dug with a steam shovel 
and a very substantial levee will bo 
placod on tho south side of the channel. 
In addition the banks will bo protected 
from erosion. 
This cutoff of tho San 
Dimas will removo the threatened mon 
nco to that largo body of land lying 
south and west of Covina. As it la 
necessary to construot and maintain a 
channel for the oombined flow of the 
Big and Little Daltons, It is deemed 
to bo for tho best interests of the en- 
tiro district to place the waters of. the 
San Dimas wash in this channel, there­ 
by nooessituting tho maintenance of 
but one channel from tho center line 
of sootion 10 to Walnut crook. 


The typo of construction to bo used 
will vary. On tho upper reaches of tho 
Sun Dimas wash a Btoam shovel will bo 
UBed to throw up largo boulder dikes; 
lower down whero tho boulders become 
too Biiiall for this uso a double wire 
fonce filled with brush will bo built, 
and possibly below this a single wire 
fence with brush botwen the fonce and 
tho buuk will bo built whero feasible. 


The I 
type of construction to be "used on this) 
wash is the same as that recommended 
for the San Dimas, namely, on tho up­ 
per roaehea, by throwing Up boulders 
with a steam shovel to form dikeB on 
either side, and lower down construct­ 
ing a double row of wire fence filled 
with brush, or where the banks will 
permit, of a single row of fencing with 
brush behind. 


From the mountains to tho north line 
of the property owned by Mrs. Ella P. 
Hubbard near the center of section 9, 
township 1 north, range 10 West, the 
wash will be confined to its present 
channel. Near this "point the water of 
the wash now flows south on V|ncent 
avenue and west on Cypress avenue to 
tho junction with the Little Dalton 
wash.

SAN DIMAS CANTON DAM AND 
RESERVOIR. 


This structure is located in the San 
Dimas canyon about two miles abovtr 
its mouth, in Angeles national forest, 
upon the east one-half of section 24, 
T. 1 N., R. 9 W., S. B. B. and M., and 
upon land owned by the 'San Dimas 
Water Company, from which company 
you now have "a free easement, for con­ 
struction of a dam and reservoir. The 
object to. bo accomplished by this struc­ 
ture will be flood protection for the in­ 
tensely cultivated stretch of the San 
Dimas wash abovo the city of Covina 
and the conservation and underground 
storage of flood waters. 


The danfis to be constructed of plain 
concrete or Cyclopean masonry contain­ 
ing large stones up to 1% cubic yards. 
The dam will bo 145 feet in height 
above bed rock and will have a crest 
of 265 feet. In section, the dam will 
be of gravity type arched up-stream to 
a radius of 400 foot. 


The impounding capacity is 2500 acre 
feet. 
This reservoir, like the Devil's 
Gate reservoir, is intended as a reten 
tion reservoir, i. e., for both flood con 
trol and conservation. It will reduce a 
flood of 2800 second feet such as oc­ 
curred in 1914 down to 1500 second feet, 
and theso works will be supplied with 
discharging appliances large enough, 
that should the reservoir be full, or 
nearly so, when an on-coming storm Is 
apparent, its contents may be roleased 
beforo the new storm reaches the dam 
Like Devil's Gate, it is provided wjth 
ample spillway gatos. The cost of this 
struoture, complete, including discharge 
pipes and cushion dams, will be $278, 
000. 


Lands, easements and rights of way 
necessary to be taken or acquired for 
those works may bo generally described 
as follows: 


The land necessary for the dam as 
locatod above, together with the area 
of the San Dimas canyon above the 
dam, lying within and below the 1470 
foot contour, mean soa-level datum.

TMe second night our train went on 
n .aiding at Tehu Me Tien, a small iso­ 
lated tillage. The station-master would 
nbi grant us permission to sleep' in the 
cii^vaowe had to put up at a Chinese 
,ian« A Japanese hotel is a model of 
eleuliness; the Chinese equivalent is 
usually the reverse. Our inn at Tchu 
Me Tien was the essence of filth, dis- 
comfort, and heat. The building was 
/attve with naked and unwashed Chin­ 
ese.; Our bedroom was occupied by a 
dozen coolies, the beds were made from 
the hardest wood obtainable, the ther: 
niometer was hovering about the! boil! 
ing .point, and the mosquitoes were as 
numerous as raindrops in Oregon and 
as large as bats I With all these, dis­ 
tractions, coupled with the fear of.being 
robbed during the night by the, pro­ 
prietor of the hotel and his guests, 
neither the Bussian nor myself—we 
.rested on the same plank—got a wink 
of sleep 


I left myt Bussian acquaintance at 
Hankow, 'and began rambling again by 
myself. I found an hotel in the Japan 
ese concession of the city, and there ] 
put up during my week's stay in Han 
kow, deteriorating into a simple tourist. 
I'M did" Hankow, Wu Chang, and Han 
Yaii, the cities on the opposite banks 
of the Yangtze river. Before leaving 
Hankow I presented my letter of intro 
Auction to Mr. Tze and obtained my 
steamship passage down the river, 
sailed on the steamer Hsin Chang. 


Three days and three nights On' the 
picturesque Yangtze as a first-class 
passenger, and the Hsin Chang pulled 
into Nanking. Although my pass was 
good to Shanghai, I decided to leave 
the ship at Nanking and go on to the 
coast by train. I therefore landed, 
hailed a rickshaw, and gaveMnstruc 
tions to the coolie to haul me to a Jap 
aneBe hotel 


American ,and European .hotels were 
impossible for me on account of their 
high rates, and the Chinese hotels wene 
out of the question because of their 
• filth. There are many Japanese in 
China, and each large city has at least 
.'one of their hotels, which are always 
clean and cheap. 
, 


'.... The Nanking Japanese hotel proved 
"to be, a difficult institution to flndj jfor, 
after dragging me through about two- 
thirds of the streets of the town, the 
coolie admitted that he didn't know 
where- it was. 
At last, however, I 
sow the Japanese consul's house, and 
directed my rickshaw man to it. Froni 
the consul I learned where the Japanese 
hotel lay, and in five minutes I was a' 
properly registered guest of the place. 
THE HOSPITABLE SCOTCHMAN. 
I retained the services of the rick­ 
shaw coolie, and with a map to aid me. 
' set out to see Nanking. I passed 
through the ruins of the old Imperial 
.,. city, where a few Manchus still reside, 
and out of the walls to the Ming tombs. 
-The rickshaw slowly conveyed me 
along the avenue of hideous monu­ 
ments' erected over the graves of the 
late members of the Ming dynasty, and 
when I came to the end I alighted and 
ascended to the summit of the huge 
structure bui^t over the remains of Woo 
" Hung, the first emperor of the Min£ 
^line, who died some six hundred years 
ago. I sat down and gazed 
1 over the 
distant walls to the city of Nanking 
nestled in the midst. There I remained 
in deep reflection, my thoughts drifting 
across the Pacific to places where I had 
friends and relatives. 
JusE at this 
moment a neatly-dressed Scotchman 
came along and sat down beside me. 


"What are you doing, old chap J" he 
inquired. 


"Just kocking about the country," 1 
replied. 


"Are you going to Shanghai!" 
" Yesj^I shall probably' go down to 
morrow afternoon." 


"Where do you intend to stay whilo 
there t " 


"Ob, I suppose that I shall put up at 
some hotel." 


v " I live in Shanghai, and am going 
there in the morning. Can ft yon come 
and stay with mel" 


I thanked him, but declined, giving 
as an excuse the fact that I had some 
friends whom I expected to meet. The 
hospitable Scotchman persisted. 


" I should be very pleased to enter­ 
tain you," he said. " If you are unable 
to find your friends, be sure and look me 
up. 


I am not of a suspicious nature, but 
when the stranger extended such an 
urgent invitation on so shor$ an ac 
quaintance I immediately decided that 
he must be some kind of "bunco-steer 
er," and intended to "shanghai" me 
"Thanks," I told him. " | f I can't 
find my friends I shall look you up." 


Shanghai is a city of a million and a 
3»alf people, and when the Scotchman— 
who didn't give his name—left, I dis 
<* . missed the incident from my mind, nev 
er expecting to see him again 
Returning to my rickshaw, I was soon 


|%isiting the Qung Yuam, or old Exam 
i nation Hall. 
•-. 


This hall wa* one of the most inter- 
esHng things. fi saw during my Chinese 
travels. Students frommany provinces 
came here to take the: government ex­ 
aminations in lite Ojii nese classics. The 
place consisted' o£ rows, of cells, where 
the candidates were "sealed in for sev­ 
eral days to write their essays. There 
were twenty-five thousand of these 
cells, sufficient to accommodate the 
same number of students, and the whole 
institution covered acres. In addition 
to the cells there were-many buildings 
which* were used by the government 
officials and examiners. The place was 
last used in 1004, and since that time 
has rapidly decayed. It -was the only 
oner still remaining in China, and it is a 
pity that it is soon-to be destroyed 


My companion on the train to Shang­ 
hai was a Japanese., With the smatter 
ing of English he knew, coupled with 
the fragments of the Japanese lan 
guage L had picked up in Japan, we 
carried on a fairly Intelligent conver­ 
sation. From him I learned the address 
of a Japanese hotel in Shanghai, and 
he kindly offered to accompany me to it. 
We arrived in the big city, and in a 
moment were lost in the tremendous 
tides of humanity. I thought I had 
never seen so many people before. The 
Japanese conducted me to the hotel, and 
the proprietor consigned us to the same 
room. I didn't object; I was only sur­ 
prised. 


Shanghai was in holiday attire, and 
throngs of people were celebrating the 
coronation of King George V. I walked 
the Streets, watching the happy crowds, 
and a feeling came over me that I was 
distinctly I'out of it." Everyone else 
seemed to be enjoying thepiselves, but 
I had no part in the celebrations. As 
I was thus musing, I heard a shout from 
the street. 


It was the Scotchman whom I had 
met in Nanking! 


No!" I shouted' back, and at once 
made up my mind to accept the strung 
er's invitation. I remembered that so 
far I had never been drugged or 
"shanghaied," and decided to take my 
chance. 


Come on with me, then," said the 
Scotchman. 
<M\\ rigHU' I replied./ ^ 
I returned*'to the Japanese hotel, set­ 
tled my bill, and immediately moved 
into the Scotchman's apartments 


This mysterious man, whom I held in 
such, suspicion, and to whom I attribut 
ed such unworthy motives, turned out 
to be Mr. John E. Hall, a prominent 
importer of steel rails, and one of the 
most respected citizens of Shanghai 
entered Mr. Hall's spacious apart

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'year, ate ^en^endouswhirlwindls, often 
several hund/ed miles in circumference, 
and when the weather prophets learn 
of their existence no ships are allowed 
to leave port. 
Our vessel, however/ 
got under way before any indications of 
the typhoon were. evident.

ments, was introduced to several of his 
friends, and was soon seated at the 
dinner-table putting away one of the 
finest meals I ever ate. Everything in 
the line of good food and good liquor 
graced Hall's table, and every conven 
ience and comfort, from bathroom to 
billiard-table, was to be found in his 
residence. 


I was given a guest card to the Shang 
hai Club, the finest in the Far East; 


had a ticket for the coronation ser­ 
vice at the cathedral; I sat in a reserv­ 
ed seat and viewed the parade. I wus 
taken to all the points of interest in tho 
city, both by day and by night, and if 
thero was anythng on the map too? good 
for me I didn't know it. This was n 
sample of hospitality hard to beat! And 
I suspected Mr. Hall of being a Bhady 
character! 


When it became time to movo on, I 
made arrangements with the skipper of 
a British tramp steamer to take me to 
Hong-Kong, and before long I found 
myself on the shores of this beautiful 
sland ready for new- experiences. Hong 
Kong proved to be a poor field for ad 
venture, and after seeing the sights I 
went up tho river to Canton. In both 
places. I put up at Japanese hotels, 
where I thrived on Japanese diet at 
Japanese prices. Returning to Hong- 
Kong, after a few days along the water 
front, I sailed for Manila on a British 
tramp steamer. 


Before the ship got"Jjnder way a 
United States quarantine officer made 
a cursory examination of the crow W 
fore she was allowed to leave for the 
Philippines. As he passed me he told 
me, without stopping, that I had ma 
lariat 
This was cheerful news, for a 
Hankow doctor had told me that I had 
a touch of dry pleurisy, 'and a Canton 
physician ha*d prescribed a mixture for 
dysentery. 


I hadn't been feeling very well, 
which I attributed to the long period 
I hod lived on Japanese and Chinese 
food, so I discounted the contradictory 
statements of the various physicians 
and concluded that with good and regu 
lar hours in Manila I would soon be in 
normal shape 


CAUGHT IN A TYPHOON. 
, However, I had no time to think of 
ailments, for the second day out found 
the ship in the roughest sea 1 had ever 


I was sitting on the deck, talking to 
the ship's doctor, when the steamer 
gave ay lurch which threw both of us 
headlong against the railing. Before we 
could find something to hold to, the 
ship pitched in the opposite direction, 
and we were thrown like rag dolls 
thr6ugh the open hatchway upon a pile 
of cargo. This was the first indication 
that we were in the vicinity of- a ty­ 
phoon. 


The sea became rougher and rougher, 
and; I asked myself, if this was on the 
rim of a typhoon, what on earth would 
the center be likef All night the ship 
swayed and lurched, and the wind 
blew at a terrific rate. The skipper 
remained on the bridge continuously. 
In the morning the sea, instead of be­ 
coming calmer, as we had hoped, was 
ten times worse, and the captain an­ 
nounced that we were in the middle of 
the typhoon, and when asked what our 
chances were simply shook his head. 


The waves ran thirty and forty feet 
high, and constantly broke over the 
ship, dashing across the decks in a 
mad torrent. 
Occasionally a wave 
would break right over the top of the 
mess-room, which was perched high up­ 
on the stern of the boat, and the force 
of its impact seemed to promise that 
one more like it would crush in the 
sides of the laboring ship and end the 
struggle. It was impassible to servo 
meals, and we all munched at pieces of 
bread or chunks of^ncat—any food wo 
could lay our hands on. 


I had never imagined that the ocean 
cculd become so terrific and a ship so 
helpless. Each time I saw the tremen­ 
dous mountains of water rush towards 
the vessel I thought it was all over 
The steamer would dig and twist, and 
then, in some mysterious way, surmount 
the huge~seas. 


What with the sea and tho fearful 
wind, tho ship's engines were powerless, 
and she was swept about like a cork. 
To add to our perilous situation, the 
engine-room was becoming flooded, al­ 
though four pumps were frantioally 
sucking out the water. Thus .we bat­ 
tled with the typhoon for three days, 
hot knowing when the end would come, 
but Always living in* tho hope that tho 
storm would blow itself out. 


Fortunately for us it did. During 
the third night the wind changed and 
it began to rain. I novor saw rain in 
such quantities before, nor do I evot 
expect to see it again. Every drop was 
a blessing, however, for it>did its sharo 
in quieting the waves, and it was only 
a few hours before the sea had abated 
to a point where comparative safoty was 
reached and the ship wus ubjo to make 
some headway. 


The next day the sea had calmed 
down considerably, and the captain dis 
covered that wo had lieen driven five 
hundred miles out of our course. HJ 
headed the bow of tho vessel towards 
Manila, and on the morning of the sixth 
day we sailed into port. Wo wore all 
intact, but the gallant ship was a bat­ 
tered wreck. The Manila authorities 
had given us up as lost, and our exper 
iences took up a column on the front 
page of each of the daily papers. 


In Manila, in due courso, Bichardson 
joined me, and after a little sight-see 
ing of his own in China, and we started 
out to look for new jobs.

Mr. W. .E. Bryan, active plant breed 
er of the University of Arizona, says 
"The Hairy Peruvian alfalfa is so call 
eel because of the hairyness of the en 
tire plant, especially of the not show 
on matured hay, and there is no evi 
dence to show that this hairyness is 
any protection whatever against cold 
weather. The yield of this variety is 
greater than other varieties because of 
the fact- that it will grow at a some 
what lower temperature. In the Yuma 
and Salt Eiver valleys it gives at least 
two cuttings more than are obtained 
from other varieties, The yield per 
acre is usually between 5 and 6 tons 
per year. 3*he water requirement of 
this variety is at leant as great as that 
of any other variety, it being best ad­ 
apted to an irrigated district. It is 
erect in growth, and has few branches. 
This quality is very desirable because 
it permits the plants to stand upright, 
and there is little left on the ground 
after the machine has passed over in 
harvesting."
